with a prospect of making the plans 
for the preliminary work, including one 
gentleman from the Ky State College 
at Lexington, and who is an eminent 
authority on water plants, and they 
pretty much all of them agree that it 
would be folly for us to go to the river, 
when we can readily arrange^the pres- 
ent lake 30 as to have sufficient water, 
and so improve the quaUty aa to make 
it as good aa liie water fSraas any dm- 
tern, and all at a cost tme bafcwy ttat of 
going to the river. 

The iweaent lake or reaorvoir covers 
H acres and has an average depth of 
Id't fe°t, gf'iing a capacity of j.?.~;4,o9? 
gallons. The experts say that the dam 
which maintains this water supply and 
which is 100 feet wide at the base, sub- 
stantially constructed and in splendid 
condition, would support an additional 
dam ten feet in height built on top of 
it, and a dam five feet high would almost 
double the present capacity and making 
allowance for all loeses from pereola- 
tion, evaporation & etc would assure 
us of at least 35,000,000 gallon of water 
whidi would be ami^y suBkient to nip- 
ply the requirements of Lancaster for 
all time to come, unless the require- 
menta ohoaM inaeaae in aoeh a 
lire as cannot now be imagined. 

As we have before stated, we are in 
favor of tile eztanoioB to the rirar, and 

we believe that is what the people 
expected when they voted for the bond 
issue, but we are fully aware of the 
fact that the Council cannot accomplish 
the impossible, and if upon thorough 
investigation, they find their means 
will not permit of their making the ex- 
tension and also installing a diemical 
ttter, but that it is within their means 
to make the additional dam and con- 
struct the new filter, and that tiie re- 
sults will be satisfactory water, both 
in quantity and quality, then we say 
let us have the iiii|M»faaisnt of the 
present reservoir. Wa have confidence 
in our City Council, are believe that it 
is thehr aameat desire to eonserra the 
interestO<^tha eommunity, to do the 
very beat Hmt ia in their power with 
the peoples, money, we recogniae tin 
fact that the present dilemma was in a 
measure forced upon them and we 
thoroughly appredata aod ijmpalMir 
with them in their extremities, and we 
further sincerely beleve that they will 
do ih& rtrf beat tiiat ia fai tiieir power 
In the matter, and finally that the peo- 
ple will be satisfied with the result of 
thafar labera. whatever thoae reanlts 
may be.

During the summer of 1911 when the 
water at tlie lake became foul and un- 
lit for noe tfie CItv Council determined 
to make some arrangement looking to 
the improvement of both tlte quantity 
and qoaHty of the local water supply; 
it was their intention to make a 
thorough investigation as to the best 
■M^od and the qiproximate cost of se 
curing the best results along this line 
then submit their information to the 
PO«|do aad aoic ttte d t iB e us to vote a 
bond issue to defray the expense of the 
work. However, the city Boaid of 
HaaMi braoghi Mm matter to a dfmax 
by notifying the Council that unless 
they immediately took steps to improve 
the quality of tiM water tiwt they, the 
Board of Health, would condemn the 
lake. The Council was then perforce 
compelled to submit the qaeatioB of a 
bond issue to the people at the last 
November ekction, which was done; 
the issue carried, the city now has with 
in its power the right to issue bonds to 
the extent of about $12,000. It is our 
firm belief that it was tacitly vnder 
stood by the dtizens of the community 
when they voted for this bond issue, 
that the money was to be utilind for 
the purpose of extending the present 
system of water works to Dix river, 
putting in a supplemi 
and pumping station. 

Saeh are the facts in the case, and 
we have no word of condemnation for 
anyone in the premiaes, on the contrary 
wahs fc follwtirtw* waa done riioald 
have been done, but it certainly has 
placed the^ Council in an unenviable sit 
•alion, (ha.paople are aapaetfaig the 
water work system to be extended to 
the river, have voted bonds for the pur- 
poos, and upon inirstigatioii, it has 
been found that the amount available 
will not be sufficient to make the ex- 
tension and to build a new and 
filter, the latter being an absolute ne- 
cessity. The filter now in use at the 
water works is abaolBtely worthless in 
so far as the performance of the work 
for whiA it was intended is concerned, 
that of purifying the water, for a re- 
cent analyoia of the wat^ when it was 
supposed to be foal, d emon str ated the 
fact that the water taken direct from 
the lalte was purer and '•""tfiiml a 
lesa nomlnr of germs than that which 
had passed through the filter and was 
taken from the hydrant So it is readi- 
ly to ba aeaa tint a modem filter is the 
first necessity, for even if we had river 
water, it of necessity wouU have to be 
fiteasd baCire beiag aaed fsr' doaMatie 
purposes.

bills passed by the last legislature, of 

these 54 originated in the House . and 
48 in the Senate. Among the latter is 

Mr. Farra's bill amending the law 
governing the deposit of life insurance 
companies witfi the State Tre asu rer. 

Following are prominent among the 
bills which have met his approval and 
received his signatare:— 

Appropriating $75,000 for the erec- 
tion of a Governor's Mansion. 

QuaHfsring women to vote in school 
elections and to hold sdMd cflRces. 

Abolishing State Board Of Prison 
Commissioners, creating a board of 
three members and placing the power 
of their appointment in the hands of 
the Governor. 

Appropriating $50,000 additional an- 
nually to the State University at Lex: 
ngton,; $35,000 additional annually to 
the Eastern Kentucky Normal School 
at Richmond and $25,000 additional an- 
nually to the Western Kentudty Nor- 
mal School at Bowling Green. 

Creating the position of Commission- 
er of Public Roads. 

Extending the provisions of the 
County Unit Law. 

Prohibiting the sale in Local Option 
territory of any beverage containing 
alefaol. 

Increasing the pay of rflembers of 
the General Assembly to $10. per day. 

Creating the county of "McCreary 
from parts of Wsg^, Polaski and 
Whitley counties. 

There are many other measure 
which the governor has not yet reached 
which have not as yet, but in all pro- 
babditywill meet with his approval. 
He has not as yet vetoed any meas- 
ure passed by the General Assembly, 
but it is safe to say that before he is 
through with the long list be will be
